Union Men Form Cordon Through

STATE TROOPS TO BE CALLED

Bherif Wil Ask Governor for
Assistance If Strikers Persist
in Mlocknding Public¢
Thoroughfares,

Bt. Paul, July 16.—<The first clash
between the sheriff’s force and plokets
of the striking butchers nt Bwift &
Co.'s plant at Bouth 8t. Paul ocourred
today, In which several on both sides
were  badly brulsed,
came to South St Papi and held a
conference with Superintendent Hurns
of the Swift company. The latler ex-
preased a deslre to take a pnumber of
men lnto the yards, and the arrange-
ment was made. The Invaders, when

they marched up to the entrance of |

the paoking house yard, were surround-
ed by strikers and the fight began. In
n moment all was confusion. Muajor
LufMe of the Minneapolls branch com-
pany, who was with the Invaders, was
badly injured, The sherlff rescued him
from theé strikers, who were pounding
him.

The fighting line stretched over 100
yards. While the fight was going on,
10 men ran the blockade of plekets and
neveral others managed to sllip through
by themselves, It is clalmed that in
this manner 20 men were taken Into
the yards. After the fight wns over,
the sherift declared that if the strikers
persisted In thelr course of blockading
public thoroughfares he would be com-
pelled to call on the governor for ald.

The sherit ordered the abandonment
of the cordon of plokets. The men as-
sented, but as soon aw he left the cor-
don was re<formed and the work of
holding up every man attempting to
pass went on.

Monday an effort will be made to
open the plant with a large force.
Serlous trouble Is expected.

HOPE OF PEACE VANISHES.

Unien Men and Packsrs Fail t6 Agree
on Bettlement,

Chleago, July 16.—All chance of peace
In the packers’ strike has vanished, for
the time belng, at least. The end of
the negotiations came late todny, after
n conference which lasted nearly all
afternoon between the three leaders of
the strike and o number of packers
The final break resulted when the union
officialy Insisted that all thetmen who
had gone out on strike be taken back
and given their old places. The pack-
ors declared that this would necesaitate
the discharge of all the men they had
employed nince the commencement of
the strike, and they could not and
would not conalder it. The conference

the packers this afternoon. The union
representatives at this meeting, after
vonniderable discussion, agreed to ao-
cept the demand of the packers that
the arbitration should cover the antire
scope of the trouble, but Insisted In re«
turn that the packers agree to rein.
mate all the men now on strike. The
packers could not see thelr way clear
to do thin. This final answer broke
oft the negotiationh,

learned thut over 204 Polish butchers
have deserted them, and Investigation
revealed that they bad returned to
work.

NEW PORT OF ENTRY WILL
HURT CITY OF PANAMA.

Pacific Mail Liners Will Hersafter Call
at Ancon, Where United States
Has a Customs House,

San Francisco, July 16.—After nearly
60 years of strvice, the southern ter-
minus for the Paclfic Mall Steamship
Company’s liners, the City of Panama.
will no longer be the last port of call,
for, beginning with the departure of
the steamer Barracouta today all ves-
mels will clear for Ancon, Canal Zone,
the port of entry recently established
by the canal commission, and Ameris
tan territory. Cable advices just re-
celved from the Isthmus state that all
American veasels would be entered and
cleared at the new port under the
same rules oy those prevalling In other
United States entry ports. As a re
sult steamers In future will escape
forelgn port fees and tonnage duties,
which have been vomparatively high.
Ancon, the new southern terminus
for the Pacific Mall steamers, is the
old town of La Boos, close to the
mouth of the Rio Grande and about
three miles north of the city of Pan-
ama. It Is the western entrance to the
proposed c¢anal and has a deep water
channel, which the French company
bullt at the time it endeavored to
ereate the waterway across the Isth-
mus,

Johnson Is 53 years old and well ed-
ucated. In a long address to the court
he attributed his downfall to gambling.
After running through a fortune left
by his father. he stole to secure the
necessities of life and was sent to pri-
son for five years. There he learned
the trade of the shoemaker, but soon
found he was a marked man among his
fellow craftsmen and could not retain’
i position. He was driven again to
steal and went through the came ex-
perience nine timen. Johnson declared
his experience which he told in detail,
to be a4 common one among ex-convicts
and sald, that, despite his repeated
fallures he was determined to Uve an
honest live In the future,
